again assembled and was opened with 
devotional exercises, led by Rev. D. L. 
Reese, of Frankfort, Ind. 


The roll was called and the minutes 


of the morning session were approved. 


Reports were called for and Rev. Wal- 


ter responded with the Missionary Pres- 
dent'e report in full. It gave an account 
of the mission points of the Indiana 
Synod. There are eight missions, not 
counting those points operated by indi- 
vidual 
congregations, 
with six pas 


iors. These are Alexandria, Anderson, 
tiicago, Decatur, Elwood, Frankfort, 
•iokomo and Portland; 22,100 were de- 
voted to tho interests of these points 
during the past year, September to Sep- 
ember. They represent a communicant 
membership of 355 and possess church 
property whose estimated value is $32,- 
'85. The report was full in detail and 
;he Synod was highly gratified with the 
'acts set forth. 


At 3:15 Synod adjourned to meet at 


nine o'clock to-day. The reason for this 
>arly adjournment was to give commit- 
.eos time to formulate their reports for 
.ho consideration of Synod. 


Yesterday afternoon Mr. J. A. Leas ar- 


rived at tho depot, where he was met by 
Sir. Deck. Mr. Leas comes from hisjfield 
n Goshen, Ind., and is a candidate for 
ordination at thie meeting. He comple- 
;ed his theological studies at the Semi- 
nary, Chicago, in the spring, and has 
already been called to the Goshen pas- 
torate. This meeting of Synod means a 
rreat deal for him and his people. It is 
therefore with regret that the REPUBLI- 
CAN must inform its readers that he is 
lonfined at the home of Mr. Deck by 
sickness. Medical ai3 was at oncecallecl 
in, and he rested well last night. It is 
hoped he will recover in time for his or- 
dination which should take place before 
adjournment of Synod, but can also be 
othorwiso'provided for.

A Chick amauga War Relic. 


Tho following description of an inter- 


esting war relic, and graphic picture of 
the battle of Chickamaupa, is taken 
from the "World's Columbian Exposi- 
tion Illustrated:'' 


This relic was cut on the battletielu of 


Chickamauga on the 19th day of May, 
1890, just twenty-six years and eigb.1l 
months after it had received its baptism 
of tire, lead and iron. It stood or. the 
lino between the two armies, and re- 
ceived the shots from both sides. It 
contained between sixty and seventy vis- 
ible missiles of death that were intended 
for the bodies of American soldiers who 
had the moral courage to fight for their 
opinions. 


The shots consist of minnie-balls,grape 


and cannister shot, and pieces of shells 
of various sorts and sizes, fired from. 
both armies. It was the intention to 
have had it on exhibition at the World's 
Fair, and it would have been there, only 
for a blunder of the express company 
that was to have delivered it. 
It is 


loaned to the Libby Prison National War 
Museum at Chicago, by its owner, A. B. 
Lcepcr, of Owaneco, 111., late sergeant 
Co. A, ll.'ith Illinois Volunteer Infantry,. 
Whittaker's brigade, Stedman's division, 
Granger's reserve corps, Army of the 
Cumberland; afterwards Second brigade. 
First division, Fourth corps Whittaker'a 
brigade, which was also known as the 
"Iron Brigade" of the Army of the Cum- 
berland, consisting of the 96th Illinois, 
115th Illinois, 40th Ohio, and 84th 
Indiana Infantry and has a remarkable, 
history. 


In the battle of Chicamauga. which 


lasted two days and 
extended

twelve square miles of ground, the Con- 
federate loss was about 10,000; nearly 
one-half that loss was sustained by 
Longstreet's Corps, on Snodgrass Hill, 
on a battle line about half a mile in 
length, and in front of Mitchell's and 
Whittaker's brigades of the Reserve 
Corps, 
and; Battery M, 1st Illinois 


Light Artillery, in a space of about 
five hours, or from 1 o'clock p. m. until 
dark Sunday evening, Sept. 20, 1863. 
The blood loss of the brigade on that 
afternoon was 31 per cent. LOBS of the 
lloth, iO 3-10 per cent. Total loss in 
brigade, 47 per cent; in regiment, 50J£ 
per cent.
